W a sh in g to n. Oct. 12.—Secretary Al­ 
ger, in hi* reply to the questions of the 
war investigating commission, 
gave 
questions put to him and the answers. 
It was dated Washington, Oct. 6, say­ 
ing in part: 
j_~Plan of campaign proposed im ­ 
mediately after tho declaration of war. 
W as it intended to move at once on 
Havana, or that the campaign should be 
postponed until the autumn.'' 
Answer in part—Immediate blockade 
by the nary of the important ports of 
Cub*, as directed by the president’s 
proclamation. The holding of troops at 
points nearest to Cuba to be available in 
any emergency which m^ght arise, and 
especially to be ready for prompt assist­ 
ance in case the operations of the navy 
should make the use of land forces ne­ 
cessary or desirable. 
A plan, early in May, was partially 
matured to land troops at Mariel, west 
of Havana, preparatory for a movement 
upon Havaua, if advisable. Owing to 
danger to health of troops and uncer­ 
tainty of movements of Spanish troops, 
it was decided to camp the men in the 
south, for embarkation in an emerg 
ency. Medical authorities also thought 
this would somewhat acclimate the 
troops for service in Cuba. 
2—When was the Santiago campaign 
determined upon? 
Answer, in part—The Santiago cam­ 
paign was made necessary by the pres­ 
ence of Admiral Cervera’s fleet in San­ 
tiago harbor, but had previously been 
contemplated as one point on the coast 
for reconnoisauce. 
The immediate de­ 
struction of Admiral Cervera’s fleet was 
necessary, aud to enable the navy to ac­ 
complish this, the military force under 
Major General Shafter, United States 
volunteers, was directed to move at 
once ou the city and province of Santi­ 
ago. This movement was hastened by 
reason of a telegram received from Ad­ 
miral Sampson on Jane 7, stating that 
he had bombarded forts at Santiago 
June ti, and silenced works quickly, and 
ii lo,(X>0 men were there the city and 
the fleet could be captured within 48 
hours. 
(See copies of telegrams herewith at­ 
tached marked A, B, C, D, E, F, G, 
Ii I Alder tho date of this message the 
Spanish garrison was largely reinforced. 
The opinion of Admiral Sampson was 
doubtless correct at the time. 
The 
troops sailed from Tampa on June 14, 
1898, with 10,988 officers and men. 
3—Why was Tampa selected as the 
base of operations? 
Answ er in part—On account of the 
shipping facilities at that point, and its 
comparative short distance from Cuba. 
4—Why were summer camps organ­ 
ized at Fernandina, Jacksonville and 
Tampa? 
Answer in part—All of the early 
camps in the south were selected w ith 
special regard for the health of the 
troops and their convenience for prompt 
movement by rail and water. The oamp 
at Fernandina was organized on the 
recommendation of the major general 
commanding the army. The camp at 
Jacksonville was selected on the recom­ 
mendation of Major General Lee, United 
States volunteers, commanding Seventh 
army corps.

A perma­ 
nent camp was never contemplated at 
Tampa. Troops were sent there prepar­ 
atory for embarkation. 
On the signing 
of the protocol they were moved to 
Huntsville.

Answer—The Porto Rico campaign 
had been long under consideration, and 
the orders to carry it out were issued 
June 20, 1898.

P a r is , Oct. 12.—After a fourth joint 
session, lasting over two hours, the 
Am ericau ana opamsn peace commis­ 
sions adjourned until Friday without 
having reached a Anal conclusion as to 
m y point in the protocol. 
Thus far there has been no joint 
formulation or crystallization of views 
lo be retnrned by each commision to its 
government for embodying in the final 
treaty. 
Tile question of the Philipines has 
not yet been considered in joint session, 
although though the Americans at their 
separate sea-ions have acquired exhaus­ 
tive information from persons who have 
lived in the Philippine islands and done 
business there. 
They are now, there­ 
fore, well equipped to discuss the sub­ 
ject when it comes up. 
The Spanish, it is believed, have 
asked to have the Cuban debt assumed 
by the Gaited States, urging that the 
debt should pass with the sovereignty. 
Tile debt so presented for American as­ 
sumption covers the expenses of the ten 
years’ insurrection, the recent insurrec­ 
tion and the war with the United States, 
as far as Spain’s outlay in the war can 
be classified against Cuba. 
The Americans probably have replied 
that if, indeed, any part of the so-called 
Cuban debt is allowable, the part incur­ 
red in suppressing the insurrectionists 
or in the war with the United States is 
not allowable. 
The Spanish will doubtless also urge 
equities in stocks, water front better­ 
ments public buildings and perhaps war 
material. 
It is possible that this con­ 
tention will receive consideration on 
the basis of equities between mortgagor 
and mortgagee. 
Thus far no dispositions has been de­ 
veloped on either side to delay the ulti­ 
mate conclusions and the end of the 
work in hand.

At the depot to receive the distin­ 
guished guests were King Ak Sar Ben 
Iv in person and the board of governors 
of the sir knights of Ak Sar Ben, and 
also the Equestrian club of

Omaha, and the presidential reception 
committee, composed

prominent 
Omaha citizens aud their wives. The 
line of carriages moved north on Tenth 
street and west on Faruam to Eigh 
teenth. Along the whole line the crowds 
ou each side of the street and in every 
window kept up a continuous ovation. 
The buildings were gorgeously deco­ 
rated. 
At the city hall the party alighted, 
and the visitors were assigned to seats 
on a temporary platform, from which 
they reviewed a magnificent parade of 
40 floats. They then went to the places 
where they are to stay while in the city. 
C lin to n, Iowa, Oct. 12.—The Presi 
dent’s journey from Chicago to the Mis­ 
sissippi river was marked with ovations 
at various stations. 
At De Kalb he 
made a short speoch. 
At Dixon* and 
Sterling President McKinley made no 
attempt to talk but occupied his time 
shaking hands of some of the people. 
At Clinton Senator Allison, Congress­ 
man Curtis aud Governor Shaw and 
staff boarded the train. 
After the cheering had 
subsided, 
President McKinley said in part: 
“My F e l l o w C it iz e n s—I have no 
fittiug words to express my apprecia­ 
tion of this splendid welcome.

have gone from industrial depression to 
industrial activity. We have gone from 
labor seeking employment to employ­ 
ment seeking labor. (Applause.) 
We 
have abundance, have an unquestion­ 
able currency the world over aud we 
have an uusurprssed national credit, 
better than it has ever been before in 
our history. 
“ We have, too. a good national con­ 
science, aud we have the courage of 
dest iny. [ Great applause. J ’ ’ 
Short speeches were made at other 
points. 
The gathering of people at Cedar 
Rapids broke tile day’s record for num­ 
bers and enthusiasm. 
In the course of his .speech he said he 
went to Omaha that he “may celebrate 
with my fellow countrymen of the west 
the progress of the war thus far made, 
tile protocol which has already been 
signed, and the suspension of hostilities 
with the hope that yon and I entertain 
that in the Anal settlement the treaty 
may be one founded on right and justice 
and in the interest of humanity. 
(Ap­ 
plause. ) This war, that was so speedily 
closed through the valor and intrepidity 
of our soldiers, will bring to us, I trust, 
blessings thut are now beyond calcula­ 
tion. 
it will bring also burdens, but 
the American people never shirk a re­ 
sponsibility and never unload a harden 
that carries forward civilization. 
“ We accepted war for humanity. We 
can accept no terms of peace which 
shall not be in the interest of humanity. 
Tnat hostilities have ceased upon terms 
so satisfactory to the people of the 
United States is cause for congratula­ 
tion and calls for the sentiments of pious 
gratitude to Divine Providence for these 
favors which He has given unto us and 
of appreciation of the army and navy 
for tneir brilliant victories.” 
Further along in his speech he spoke 
of the unifocation of the nation, as a de­ 
velopment of the war.

He also praised the Christian and 
self-sacrificing work of women during 
the war.

KILLING 
MISSIONARIES. 


One Hundred N ative Chief# A rrested In 
A frica—Som e Convicted. 


S ie r r a L e o n e, West coast of Africa, 
Oct. 12.—One hundred native chiefs 
have been arrested and are awaiting 
trial at Free Town for the murder of 
American aud other missionaries at 
Kwell in May last. 
A number of the 
chiefs implicated have already been con­ 
victed. 
The natives bnrned the mission house 
and murdered a number of missionaries, 
including Mr. and Mrs. Cam and the 
Misses Archer, Hatfield and Schenck of 
the United States Brotherhood of Christ. 


N ew Y o r k, Oct. 12.—The transport 
Ohdam, with troops from Porto Rico* 
has arrived at quarantine. 
Speaking to Governor Hastings, of 
Pennsylvania, who went down to the 
Obdam on the steamer Fletcher, Colonel 
Gibson, of the National Relief Associa­ 
tion, said that he had been the means 
of saving many soldiers from starving. 
“Governor,” he said, after an ex­ 
change of greetings, “ I have a story to 
tell that will startle the country.’* 
As a result of this remark, there was a 
conference between the commissioner 
and Governor Hastings, after which the 
governor decided to take off the Penn­ 
sylvania soldiers and have them sent to 
a hotel. 
Ralph Harwick of DuBois, Ph., a 
member of the Pennsylvania volunteers, 
told a harrowing story of the treatm ent 
he and his companions had received 
while in Porto Rico. 
“ We got there on 
July 28,” he said, “and were landed 
from the transport Mobile. 
Many of us 
had contracted typhoid fever in the 
military camps in the son th. The trop­ 
ical 
climate developed the disease. 
Notwithstanding our weakened condi­ 
tion, the Sixteenth made a good fight 
when it encountered the Spaniards. 
The regiment was under fire for over 
an hour, and at the close of the engage­ 
ment 18 Spaniards had been killed Mid 
65 wounded. 
“ We deserved better treatm ent than 
got when Porto Rico had been taken. 
The regulars were well looked after, 
but the volunteers were starved. When 
finally the men were forced to suooomb 
to the fever and were sent to the hos­ 
pitals they were treated most shame­ 
fully. 
Although delirious, we were 
forced to get out of our cots to watch 
some poor brave fellow dying. 
Some of tile men went mad andor the 
strain. Only think of it, delirious men 
nursing the dying.” 
Harwick’s story was but a sample of 
the complaints wi^ch were recited by 
tho men to Governor Hastings after 
they had been transferred from the 
Oodam to the Fletcher. 
Besides the members of the Fourth 
aud Sixteenth Pennsylvania volunteers, 
the Fletcher brought to this city two 
lieutenants aud about a dozen privates 
of tile Third immune regiment, 16 of 
the Thirteenth United States infantry 
on furlougn aud four members of the 
Fourth Ohio regiment. 
James E. Reed, Company K, Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania, whose home is in Phila­ 
delphia, was so sick that he could not 
be removed from the transport. 
Governor Hastings was reluctant to 
make public his views regarding the 
treatm ent the soldiers from his stat# 
claimed to have received. 
But there 
was some significance in his farewell 
remark as the Fletcher oast loose from 
the Obdam. 
One of the soldiers aboard 
the transport shoo ted: For God*s sake, 
Governor, don’t leave us.” 
“I am sorry to do so, my brave fel­ 
low, but if I had my way I would take 
all of vou with me.”

This movement was hastened by 
reason of a telegram received from Ad­ 
miral Sampson on Jane 7, stating th at 
ho had bombarded forts at Santiago 
Ju n e a, and silenced works quickly, aud 
it IO,OOO men were there the city and 
the fleet could be captured w ithin 48 
boars.

P aris, Oct. 12.—A fter a fourth jo int 
session, lasting over two hours, the 
American ana opanisn peace commis- 
«ous adjourned until Friday w ithout 
having reached a Anal conclusion as to 
m y point in the protocol. 
Thus far there has been no joint 
formulation or crystallization of views 
lo be returned by each commision to its 
government for embodying in the final 
treaty. 
The question of the Philipines has 
not yet been considered in joint session, 
although though the Americans at their 
separate sos-ions have acquired exhaus­ 
tive information from persons who have 
lived in the Philippine islands and done 
business there. 
They are now, there­ 
fore, well equipped to discuss the sub­ 
ject when it comes up. 
The Spanish, it is believed, have 
asked to have the Cuban debt assumed 
by che United States, urging th at the 
debt should pass w ith the sovereignty. 
The debt so presented for American as­ 
sumption covers the expenses of the ten 
years’ insurrection, the recent insurrec­ 
tion and the w ar with the United States, 
as far as Spain’s outlay in the war can 
be classified against Cuba. 
The Americans probably have replied 
that if, indeed, any part of the so-called 
Cuban debt is allowable, the part incur­ 
red in suppressing the insurrectionists 
or in the w ar w ith the United States is 
not allowable. 
The Spanish will doubtless also urge 
equities in stocks, w ater front b etter­ 
m ents public buildings and perhaps war 
material. 
It is possible that this con­ 
tention will receive consideration on 
the basis of equities bet ween m ortgagor 
and mortgagee. 
Thus far no dispositions has been de­ 
veloped on either side to delay the u lti­ 
m ate conclusions and the end of the 
work in hand.

Speaking to Governor Hastings, of 
I *011 ii Sylvania, who w ent down to the 
Obdam on the steam er Fletcher, Coloqel 
Gibson, of the National R elief Associa­ 
tion, said th at he had been the m eans 
of saving many soldiers from starving. 
“ Governor,” he said, after an ex­ 
change of greetings, “ I have a story to 
tell that will startle the country.” 
As a result of this remark, there was a 
conference between the commissioner 
aud Governor H astings, after which the 
governor decided to take off the Penn­ 
sylvania soldiers and have them sent to 
a hotel. 
Ralph Harwick of DuBois, Pla., a 
mein ber of the Pennsylvania volunteers, 
told a harrowing story of the treatment 
he and his companions had received 
while in Porto Rico. “ We got there on 
July 28,” he said, “and were landed 
from the transport Mobile. 
M any of ne 
had contracted typhoid fever in the 
m ilitary camps in the son th. The trop­ 
ical 
clim ate developed the disease. 
N otw ithstanding our weakened condi­ 
tion, the Sixteenth made a good fight 
when it encountered the Spaniards. 
The regim ent was under fire for over 
an hoar, and at the close of the engage­ 
m ent 18 Spaniards had been killed and 
65 wounded. 
“ We deserved better treatm ent than 
got when Porto Rico had been taken. 
The regulars were well looked after, 
but the volunteers were starved. When 
finally the men were forced to snooomb 
to the fever and were sent to the boe- 
pitals they were treated most shame­ 
fully. 
Although delirious, we were 
forced to get out of our cots to watch 
some poor brave fellow dying. 
Some of the men w ent mad under the 
strain. 
Only think of it, delirious men 
nursing the dying.” 
H arw ick’s story was but a sample of 
the complaints wi^ch were recited by 
the men to Governor Hastings after 
they had been transferred from the 
Oodam to the Fletcher. 
Besides the members of the Fourth 
and Sixteenth Pennsylvania volunteers, 
the Fletcher brought to this city two 
lieutenants aud about a dozen privates 
of the Third immune regiment, 16 of 
tho Thirteenth United States infantry 
on furlough and four members of the 
Fourth Ohio regiment. 
Jam es E. Reed, Company K, Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania, whose home it in Phila­ 
delphia, was so sick th at he could not 
be removed from the transport. 
Governor Hastings was reluctant to 
make public his views regarding the 
treatm ent the soldiers from his state 
claimed to have received. 
But there 
was some significance in his farewell 
rem ark as the Fletcher oast loose from 
the Obdam. 
One of the soldiers aboard 
the transport shouted: 
For God’s sake. 
Governor, don’t leave us.” 
“ I am sorry to do so, my brave fel­ 
low, but if I had my way I would take 
all of vou w ith m e.”

Kau Yu Moi, who, according to the 
cablegrams, is accused of a conspiracy 
against the life of the emperor of China 
and who, it is reported, was arrested 
recently by the Japanese authorities, is 
a remarkable man, a sort of meteor in 
Chinese politics. He comes from Can­ 
ton, but was educated in Hongkong 
and is thoroughly Europeanized. 
Having remarkable literary attain­ 
ments, he passed the highest examina­ 
tions required by the government and 
was appointed secretary to the board of 
pnblio works, which has charge of rail­ 
road concessions and similar matters of 
administration, so that he has been in 
the center of the row between Russia 
and England, and his sympathies and 
influence have been exercised in behalf 
of the latter country. This accounts for 
his escape and protection upon a British 
man-of-war and for the fact that his 
personal effects are at the British lega­ 
tion at Peking. 
One of the charges against Sbang 
Yen Hoon, who was formerly minister 
to Washington and was director of pub­ 
lic works, is that he assisted Kau to es­ 
cape the vengeance of Li Hang Chang 
and other Russian parti san a 
When the reform movement was be­ 
gun in China a year or two ago, Kan 
Yn Moi stepped to the head of it, and 
in company with the Rev. Mr. Reid, a 
Presbyterian missionary, organized a 
club and started the first newspaper 
ever published in Peking except The 
Official Gazette. They called it Chinese 
rogress, and advocated reforms aud 
the adoption of modern ideas, including 
the right of petition and the freedom of 
the press, with a great deal of ability 
and energy. 
In some way or other Mr. Kan suc­ 
ceeded in breaking through the seclu­ 
sion that surrounds the emperor and 
obtained admission to his majesty’s 
presence at all times, much to the alarm 
and indignation of some of the conserv­ 
ative old princes. 
He became a sort of 
tntor to the emperor in the study of 
modern affairs. It was he who read to 
rim the life of Peter the Great and in­ 
spired him with a desire to emulate 
that remarkable monarch. Through him 
the emperor became familiar with the 
development of Japan and resolved that 
China should not be left behind its 
nearest neighbor in the march of prog 
re ss. His majesty became so interested 
in two books—4’The Life and Deeds of 
Peter the Great” and “ The Reforma 
tion of Japan Since the Restoration of 
the Mikado”—that he had Mr. Kan 
read them to him twice in order to fasten 
their contents upon his memory. The 
result was that Mr. Kan’s visits to the 
palace were often prolonged to eight 
hours'at a time, and, of course, this ex­ 
cited the cariosity and the jealousy of 
other mandarins. 
Under his influence Kuang Hsu issued 
a series of remarkable edicts which 
created a sensation. One of them grant­ 
ed the right of petition to the throne 
for everybody and provided that “ the 
board of censors will hereafter be de­ 
lighted with the special duty of receiv 
ing and presenting to his majesty a1 
memorials or petitions that may be 
presented by scholars not in office, or 
men of the people, persons hitherto not 
allowed to address the throne in any 
way except through their respective 
viceroys or governors. The board of cen­ 
sors is warned not to put obstacles in 
the way of people who wish to com­ 
municate with his majesty, for only 
through such courses can the emperor 
learn the exact Btate of affairs through­ 
out the empire.” 
Such a proceeding as this was equal 
to a revolution and could not be tolerat­ 
ed by the princes and mandarins at 
court. Hence Mr. Kan became very un­ 
popular He nevertheless persuaded the 
emperor to sign an edict recognizing 
the freedom of the press, whioh was is­ 
sued on Aug. 9 last. By it the editors 
of newspapers are granted “ the special 
privilege of writing on political subjects 
in order to enlighten those in authority 
and tear off the veil which hides in se­ 
curity the misgovernment of officials. 
This indeed,” continued the edict, “ is 
the primary reason for the institution 
of newspapers in all countries.” 
His majesty also called upon news­ 
paper editors and contributors “ not to 
hold back just criticism,” nor are they 
in future to avoid topics which have 
heretofore been forbidden through fear 
of giving offense to persons criticised, 
as this will obstruct his majesty’s ear­ 
nest desire to enlighten his ministers 
and the masses. 
Only those who know the condition 
of China can realize the sensation which 
this edict created. Hitherto there were 
no newspapers in the empire outside 
the treaty ports, and any one who had 
the nerve to criticise an official had his 
head out off, while an attempt to com­ 


municate with toe emperor was tne 
most heinous of crimes. 
Mr Kan is also credited with having 
secured an edict for the establishment 
of a free school system and a number of 
universities at the capitals of the sev­ 
eral provinces for instruction in modern 
sciences, and also the edict issued last 
spring requiring candidates for office to 
be examined as to their knowledge of 
modern affairs instead of the ancient 
classics. 
Weng Tang Ho, for a quarter of a 
century the most powerful man at court 
except Prince Kung, had been the em 
peror’s tutor aud had more influence 
with him than any one else except the 
empress dowager. He was the leader of 
the Conservative party and undertook to 
resist the influence of young Mr. Kan, 
but met wiui a terrible disaster. He 
was stripped of his offices and honors, 
banished from Peking and forbidden 
ever to enter the gates of the city again. 
Several others who attempted to coun­ 
teract the influence of the young Can­ 
ton reformer met with a similar fate, 
and it is believed that he, with the as­ 
sistance of Chang Yen Hoon and other 
members of the British faction at court, 
were responsible for the recent degrada­ 
tion of Li Hung Chang. 
Mr. Kau believed that English influ­ 
ence was better for China than that of 
Bunnia because of the difference in their 
form of government and the conditions 
of their people. He believed also that 
Russia was maneuvering to annex a 
large portion of the Chinese territory, 
while Great Britain only cared for the 
trade. 
Having been educated by Eng­ 
lish teachers in an English colony, his 
sympathies were naturally with the 
British government, and he was doubt­ 
less in communication with the British 
minister at Peking.—William E Curtis 
in Chicago Record.

The court holds that 
all ’coons’ look alike, and as such they 
must wed. Parties who do not secur 
marriage certificates from this court 
will be arrested.” 
This was a stunner. The negroes did 
not understand how to take it, but their 
dealings with the court convinced them 
that what the court said had to go. So 
the next morning an old man and a 
young woman appeared at the court 
and said they wanted to marry. The 
judge tied the knot, blessed them and 
told them to send others. For awhile 
the negroes volunteered to marry, but 
afterward constables had to be sent out 
to haul in the negro men and women 
who were living together without be 
ing married. Within the past four or 
five mouths Judge Green has married 
the

Only those who know the condition 
of China can realize the sensation which 
this edict created. Hitherto there were 
uo newspapers in the empire outside 
the treaty ports, and any one who had 
the nerve to criticise an official had his 
head cut off, while an attem pt to com­ 


municate with tne emperor was tne 
most heinous of crimes. 
Mr Kau is also credited with having 
secured an edict for the establishment 
of a froe school system and a number of 
universities at tile capitals of the sev 
eral provinces for instruction in modern 
sciences, and also the edict issued last 
spring requiring candidates for office to 
be examined as to their knowledge of 
modern affairs instead of the ancient 
classics. 
Weng Tang Ho, for a quarter of a 
oentury the most powerful mau at court 
except Prince Rung, had been the em 
peror’s tutor aud had more influence 
with bim than any one else except the 
empress dowager. He was the leader of 
the Conservative party and undertook to 
resist the influence of young Mr. Ran, 
but met wini a terrible disaster. 
He 
was stripped of his offices and honors, 
banished from Peking and forbidden 
ever to enter the gates of the city again. 
Several others who attempted to coun­ 
teract the influence of the young Can­ 
ton reformer met with a similar fate, 
and it is believed that he, with the as­ 
sistance of Chang Yen Hoon and other 
members of the British faction at court, 
were responsible for the recent degrada­ 
tion of Li Hang Chang. 
Mr. Ran believed that English influ­ 
ence was better for China than that of 
Russia because of the difference in their 
form of government and the conditions 
of their people. 
He believed also that 
Russia was maneuvering to annex a 
large portion of the Chinese territory, 
while Great Britain only cared for the 
trade. 
Having been educated by Eng­ 
lish teachers in an English colony, his 
sympathies were naturally with the 
British government, and he was doubt­ 
less in communication with the British 
minister at Peking.—William E Curtis 
in Chicago Record

The late Thomas F. Bayard, though 
absolutely destitute of the sense of hu­ 
mor, was quick witted in debate and 
given to repartee of a dignified sort. 
Daring a discussion of the Louisiana 
question in the senate, 20 years ago, he 
had a Ii tie passage with Blaine, ending 
in this wise, Bayard being in the midst 
of a speech and having lectured Blaine 
on his lack of wisdom: 
Blaine—W ill the senator yield to me 
a moment? 
Bayard— With pleasure. 
Blaine—In regard to the senator’s 
concern as to my wisdom, of course I 
will take care of that myself. The sen­ 
ator invited the interruption which I 
made by palpably misquoting what I 
had said. 
Bayard—I accept the senator’s cor­ 
rection. 
Blaine—Then the senator comes back 
and gives me a monition as to lack of 
wisdom in making an assertion which 
he had put into my month and which 
had no foundation whatever in fact 
That is all to which I desire to call a t­ 
tention. 
Bayard—The senator does me jus­ 
tice. 
His lack of wisdom I shall never 
attem pt to supply. 
Next to his aristocratic descent the 
two things in which Mr. Bayard felt 
most personal pride were his fine eques­ 
tria n s !^ aud his wonderful resem­ 
blance in face to George Washington. 
Of all open air sports he was more or 
less fond, but horsemanship exceeded 
the rest of the catalogue in his affection. 
He always rode a splendid animal, and 
the more skittish it was the better he 
liked i t 
He was very much delighted 
and showed his pleasure with the frank­ 
ness of a schoolboy when President Ar­ 
thur once complimented him on his ap­ 
pearance in the saddle.—New York 
Post.

About a year ago Judge Thomas D. 
Green of Charleston was sent to “ Ten 
Mile H ill,” the toughest negro habita­ 
tion in the south, with instructions to 
reform it. 
Every one expected to hear 
of his death in a week, but he not only 
completely cowed the inhabitants, bat 
has, in large measure, reformed them. 
One of his characteristic acts was 
foreshadowed by the following notice, 
which he posted: 
“ Notice is hereby given that all ne 
groes in this district must come into 
court and marry. The court holds that 
all ’coons’ look alike, and as such they 
must wed. 
Parties who do not secur 
marriage certificates from this court 
will be arrested. ” 
This was a stunner. The negroes did 
not understand how to take it, but their 
dealings with the court convinced them 
that what the court said had to go. 
So 
the next morning an old man and a 
young woman appeared at the court 
and said they wanted to marry. 
The 
judge tied the knot, blessed them and 
told them to send others. 
For awhile 
the negroes volunteered to marry, bot 
afterward constables had to be sent out 
to baul in the negro men and women 
who were living together without be­ 
ing married. 
Within the past four or 
five months Judge Green has married 
more than oOO couples, and still the 
work goes merrily on. It has got so now 
that “ spotters” run in to tell of the 
“ coons” who are not married, aud then 
the constables go out and chase them 
into court. 
When the ceremony is per­ 
formed, they are sent away with a 
warning not to have business with that 
court again. 
It was Judge Green’s own idea to re­ 
form the district by having all the ne­ 
groes get married. He said it was easier 
to manage the place when such condi­ 
tions existed, as the men would not 
fight for their wives as soon as they 
would for the women whom they just 
picked up casually to live with.—New 
York Sun.

INTRIGUES OF THE DOWAGER EM­ 
PRESS OF CHINA.

It was nearly 40 years ago that the 
woman Tsi An, now the most powerful 
person in China, began the intrigues 
which have at length given her auto 
cratio power. The emperor, Hien Fung, 
died in August, 1861, and by his will 
left his kingdom to his 6 -year-old son, 
Tungche. 
In the following November 
the boy was brought to Peking. Seated 
with bim in the carriage were Tsi Tshi, 
the empress dowager, and Tsi An. who 
had been only one of the late emperor’s 
secondary wives. 
Plots quickly followed the introduc­ 
tion of the infantile emperor into the 
palace. The two women, through Prince 
Kung, a brother of Hien Fung, deposed 
the regents. 
Prince Kung was given 
high honors in the state. He was am ­ 
bitious. In a short time Tsi An had ob­ 
tained co-ordinate power with Tsi Tshi, 
the dowager empress. 
She stripped 
Kung of his powers for the purpose of 
ending his ambitions. Properly hum ­ 
bled, he was reinstated. 
In 1872 the young emperor had reach­ 
ed his sixteenth birthday. The empress 
permitted him to marry Ahluta, a Maut 
choo woman. 
Four months later Tung 
che announced in an edict that the twc 
empresses had commanded him to as 
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DOWAGER EMPRESS OF CHINA. 
sumo the reins of power. He soon show­ 
ed that he was desirous of being emperoi 
in fact. Therefore he degraded Prince 
Kung. 
The very next day their imperial m aj­ 
esties issued a 
decree restoring the 
fallen prince to all his former dignities. 
It was given out that the youthful em­ 
peror was still fractions. Rumors spread 
at the same time that his health wa* 
poor. On Dec. 18, 1873, an edict appear 
ed requesting the empress dowager tc 
take personal charge of public business. 
A few months afterward the emperoi 
died. 
It has always been believed that ht 
was murdered. 
His death was speedily 
followed by that of his widow Ahluta. 
These deaths were entirely favorable tc 
the personal interests of the two em­ 
presses. 
The empress selected as the 
successor Tungche Tsai Tien, a son of 
Prince Chung, who was proclaimed em­ 
peror under the name of Kwangsn. 
Kwangsu was born in 1871. 
He was a 
mere infant when declared emperor, 
which was a fact convenient to the twc 
feminine intriguers. 
Kwangsu married Yehhonala, the 
daughter of a Mantchoo genera), in 1889. 
She still lives. Upon the celebration of 
the marriage Tsi An annonnoed her re­ 
tirement from active participation in 
public affairs. She never released one 
iota of her power, however, and ruled 
the young emperor as before. 
Li Hung Chang has always been his 
favorite, and on more than one occasion 
he has saved his head. 
It was his re­ 
moval from a seat on the tsung-li-ya­ 
men that is said to have precipitated 
the palace revolution which ended in 
the death of Kwangsu.—Chicago Chron­ 
icle.

The statement that the power was 
shy on the Yarmouth electric road dur­ 
ing the electrical storm Wednesday a ft­ 
ernoon was incorrect. Instead a bolt of 
lightning bad blown out the fuse to the 
electric lights of the car which arrived 
in the city at 7:30 p. rn., an hour late. 
There were no spare fuses on board, so 
Superintendent Decker, always on hand 
and with a prompt remedy for all trou­ 
ble, borrowed a common hairpin from 
one of the lady passengers.

It was nearly 40 years ago that the 
woman Tri An, now the most powerful 
person in China, began tho intrigues 
which have at length given her auto 
cratic power. Tho emperor, Hien Fung, 
died in August, 1861, and by his will 
left his kingdom to bis 6-year old son, 
Tnngche. 
In the following November 
the boy was brought to Peking. Seated 
with him in the carriage were Tai Tshi, 
the empress dowager, and Tri An, who 
had been only one of the late emperor’s 
secondary wives. 
Plots quickly followed the introduc­ 
tion of the infantile emperor into the 
palace. The two women, through Prince 
Kung, a brother of Hien Fang, deposed 
the regents. 
Prince Kong was given 
high honors in the state. 
He was am­ 
bitious. In a short time Tsi An had ob­ 
tained co-ordinate power with Tsi Tshi, 
the dowager empress. 
She stripped 
Kung of his powers for the purpose of 
ending his ambitions. 
Properly hum­ 
bled, he was reinstated. 
In 1872 the young emperor had reach­ 
ed his sixteenth birthday. The empress 
permitted him to marry Ahluta, a Mant- 
choo woman. 
Four months later Tang 
che annonnced in an edict that the twc 
empresses had commanded him to as

He soon show­ 
ed that he was desirous of being emperoi 
in fact. 
Therefore he degraded Prince 
Kung. 
The very next day their imperial maj­ 
esties issued a 
decree restoring the 
fallen prince to all his former dignities. 
It was given out that the youthful em­ 
peror was still fractions. Rumors spread 
at the same time that his health wa* 
poor. On Dec. 18, 1873, an edict appear 
ed requesting the empress dowager tc 
take personal charge of public business 
A few months afterward the emperoi 
died. 
It has always been believed that he 
was murdered. 
His death was speedily 
followed by that of his widow Ahluta. 
These deaths were entirely favorable tc 
the personal interests of the two em­ 
presses. 
The empress selected as the 
successor Tuugche Tsai Tien, a son of 
Prince Chung, who was proclaimed em 
peror under the name of Kwangsn. 
Kwangsu was born in 1871. 
He was a 
mere infant when declared emperor, 
which was a fact convenient to the twc 
feminine intriguers. 
Kwangsu married 
Yehhonala, 
the 
daughter of a Mantchoo genera), in 1889. 
She still lives. Upon the celebration of 
the marriage Tsi An announced her re­ 
tirement from active participation in 
public affairs. 
She never released one 
iota of her power, however, and ruled 
the young emperor as before. 
Li Hung Chang has always been hie 
favorite, and on more than one occasion 
he bas saved his head. 
It was his re­ 
moval from a seat on the tsung-li-ya 
men that is said to have precipitated 
the palace revolution which ended in 
the death of Kwangsu.—Chicago Chron­ 
icle.

It should be impressed upon all young 
fersons that during life each member 
lf the body, in the very act of living, 
produces poison to itself, notes a writer 
in Popular Science Monthly.

Flail In Icebound Water*. 
Fish do not breathe air, but tho life 
supporting constituent of air— oxygen 
gas—which is soluble in w ater to the 
extent of three volumes in IOO a t ordi­ 
nary tem peratures and four in IOO at 
freezing point. 
The w ater containing the dissolved 
oxygen is made to pass over the gills, 
where it is separated from the blood 
only by a very thin membrane, through 
which the gas is able to pass. 
Fish in icebound rivers have to de­ 
pend entirely upon this store of oxygen 
for their respiration, and if it becomes 
exhausted they are suffocated, ju st as 
we should be if deprived of oxygen. 
It rarely happens, however, th at any 
considerable area of w ater is entirely 
covered w ith ice, especially in the case 
of rivers. 
Holes and cracks are almost 
sure to occur here and there, by which 
the oxygen of the a ir can reaoh the w a­ 
ter and become dissolved in it. 
During 
a long frost fish m ay alw ays be found 
congregated beneath a ir holes in large 
numbers. 
They are there to breathe.— 
Exchange. 


Banana* In Typhoid Fever- 
A fter a long experience w ith typhoid 
patients, Dr. (Jssery of St. Louis m ain­ 
tains th at the best food for them is the 
banana. He explains by stating th at in 
this disease the lining m em brane of the 
sm all intestines becomes intensely in ­ 
flamed and engorged, eventually begin­ 
ning to slough away in spots, leaving 
well defined ulcers, at w hich places the 
intestinal w alls 
become dangerously 
thin. 
Now, a solid food, if taken into the 
stomach, is likely to produce perforation 
of the intestines, dire results naturally 
following, and, this being the case, 
solid foods or those containing a large 
am ount of innutritious substances are 
to be avoided as dangerous. 
But the banana, though it m ay be 
classed as a solid food, containing as it 
does some 95 per cent nutrition, does 
not possess sufficient waste to irritate 
the sore spots. N early the whole amount 
taken into the stomach is absorbed, giv­ 
ing the patient more strength than can 
be obtained from other food.— Am eri­ 
can Druggist.

Pledge* Kept. 
In the platform adopted at its last 
national convention 
the

toration of a protective tariff. In spite 
of the free silver "balance of power” 
in the senate it passed such a law, 
and in a briefer space of tim e than 
had m arked the passage of a tariff law 
in any other adm inistration in the his­ 
tory of the government. If it was not 
as thoroughly 
a 
protectitve law as 
would have been passed if the senate 
had been safely Republican, it was as 
much an im provement on the Demo­ 
cratic W ilson bill as the free trade 
and free silver obstructionists in the 
senate would permit.

States, and no foreign power should 
be perm itted to interfere with them .” 
The Hawaiian Islands are now pos­ 
sessed by the United States, and no 
other power has been or will be per­ 
m itted to interfere with them. 
To Free Cuba. 
The platform ’s strong plank respect­ 
ing the Cuban troubles was practically 
a pledge to free Cuba from the rule of 
Spain. The pledge has been kept. The 
completion of the program 
m arking 
the end of Spanish authority in the 
island is now but a m atter of detail. 


A S tro n g n ary. 
The 
platform 
declared 
th at “the 
peace and security of the republic and 
the m aintenance of its rightful influ­ 
ences among the nations of the earth 
demand a naval power comm ensurate 
with its position and responsibility; 
we therefore favor the continued en­ 
largem ent of the navy and a complete 
system of harbor 
and 
seacoast de­ 
fense.” 
That 
policy, 
often 
handi­ 
capped before by Democratic opposi­ 
tion, has been continued. 
The adm in­ 
istration responds courteously and ap­ 
provingly to the czar’s disarm am ent 
suggestion, and will be represented at 
the international conference on th at 
subject, but 
in 
the 
meantime 
no 
chances are being taken—the provis­ 
ion of more adequate naval defenses 
goes on. 
All the rest of the policies favored 
in the national platform 
have been 
promoted in proportion to the 
tim e 
and 
opportunity afforded to do so; 
and this has been the case to a re­ 
m arkable degree, considering the ex­ 
tent to which the impending war en­ 
grossed the attention of congress, in 
common with the rest of the country. 
It is a splendid record, and one which 
every Republican should take partic­ 
ular satisfaction in indorsing at the 
coming 
election. 
The 
national 
strength of the party should not only 
be maintained, but increased. 
That is 
to be done only by supporting the 
straight Republican ticket. 
It is no 
time to experiment, locally or other­ 
wise, with the opposition’s pleas and 
promises.

New E n g in e T h a t Ruma E ig h ty -tw o

T h e Glo** w orm ’s X R ay. 
The glowworm’s light is said to have 
been shown to be due to the emission of 
rays similar to Roentgen’s. Three hun­ 
dred glowworms were caught 
near 
Kioto and placed before photographic 
plates screened from the light by sev­ 
eral thicknesses of black paper, together 
with plates of brass, copper and alumin­ 
ium. A pieoe of cardboard with a hole 
in it was placed between the metal and 
the photographic plate, arid for two 
days the arrangement was kept in a 
dark chamber, sheltered from all foreign 
lights. 
On developing the plate it 
was found to be blackened, except the 
part opposite the bole in the cardboard. 
The rays of the glowworm would appear 
therefore to penetrate metal and excite 
luminosity in cardboard. When there is 
nothing between the sensitive plate and 
the glowworm, the rays are said to be­ 
have like ordinary light, but in travers­ 
ing some metals and cardboard they 
seem to acquire properties like that of 
X rays, or it may be that the ordinary 
glowworm emits X as well as ordinary 
rays.—Revue Soientifique.

For some months past the operating 
officials of the Erie railway have been 
experimenting with a novel locomotive 
which is expected to revolutionize rail­ 
roading in the matter of speed. It is 
the invention of Dr. D. C. Raub, and, 
technically, is known as the Raub en­ 
gine. The new engine has maintained 
an even speed of 82 miles an hour ovei 
long runs, with a great saving in fuel 
and wear and tear, and a large increase 
in hauling capacity. 
General Superintendent Barrett of 
the Erie, under whose supervision the 
tests were made, says: 
"An Erie engine of 14,400 pounds of 
tractive force failed to move a train of 
240 tons of weight, when the Raub en­ 
gine of but 7,000 pounds of tractive 
force went away with it without any 
difficulty. The Raub engine raised 150 
pounds of steam within 56 minutes, and 
with but 1,500 pounds of bituminous 
coal, while the Erie engine required 
2 La hours of time aud three tons of 
coal to raise 125 pounds of steam. 
"The Raub engine made occasionally 
82 miles per hour with ten laden gon­ 
dolas (300 tons) and neither pounded 
nor oscillated unduly, nor discharged 
any live sparks, cinders, ashes, gas nor 
smoke. The following gains in service 
were made: Fuel, 50 per cent; freight 
power, 40 percent; wear and tear, 60 
per cent. ’’ 
Tim best time made by the Raub lo­ 
comotive was 82 miles an hour on a 
run from Poit Jervis to Jersey City, 88 
miles. The distance was covered in I j 
hour and 12 minutes, including seven 
minutes for stops. This record is vouch­ 
ed for by Superintendent Barrett of 
the Erie aud by the engineer who made 
the run, Nicholas Biggs. 


In 1895, the year after the Democrat­ 
ic tariff bill 
became a law, Ohio X 
wool, a standard 
grade, sold for 16 
cents a pound. 
In 
September, 1896, 
with the election of McKinley as pres­ 
ident a strong probability, the same 
grade of wool sold for 
17 
cents a 
pound. It went up 2 cents a pound on 
the election of McKinley and the cer­ 
tainty of a protectve tariff, and today 
the same grade of wool is selling at 
26 cents, a pound or IO cents a pound 
more than under the Democratic ad­ 
ministration. 
The domestic clip of wool for 1898 
was 265,000,000 pounds. 
An increase 
of IO cents a pound on that quantity 
of wool would 
mean 
$26,500,000 in­ 
crease in value to the farmers of the 
United States on their wool alone this 
year as the result of the election of 
a Republican president and congress, 
to say nothing of the increase in the 
value of the sheep and by-products. 
“Are woolen goods any higher now 
than under the Wilson law?” was the 
inquiry 
made 
yesterday of a large 
clothing manufacturing establishment. 
‘‘Speaking generally, I should say 
no,” was the reply. “The wqolen cloth­ 
ing worn by the great mass of the 
people was never sold for less than i t 1 
is today. Some of the finer grades may 
be a little higher.” 
And 
that 
wonderful result is ac­ 
complished by the fact that never 
since the year 1847 have the imports 
of woolen 
manufacturers 
been 
so 
small as iu the last fiscal year. There 
never has been since 1847 such a large 
proportion of the goods consumed in 
the United States 
manufactured 
at 
home nor so few manufactured by for­ 
eign mills, as will be seen by the fol­ 
lowing table for five-year periods, and 
for the last three years:

While sheep have gone up in price 
in the United

clined in value in the markets of the 
world. 
In England today Shropshire 
wools cost the British manufacturer 
about 17 cents for fleece washed, or 23 
cents scoured, while if imported under 
the Dingley tariff act their coat to the 
American manufacturer would be 30 
cents for 
fleece washed or 40 cents 
scoured. 
If we had no tariff the competition 
of English Shropshire 
wool 
would 
cause the value of American quarter- 
blood wool today to be about 14 cents 
for unwashed, instead of the present 
price of 21%a22c, or about 17 cent* for 
fleece washed instead of the present 
price of 28 cents, or about 23 cents 
for scoured, instead 
of the present 
price of 37^. 
It has been claimed that the light 
imports of woolen manufactures in the 
fiscal year 1898 were but the natural 
sequence of the heavy ante-tariff im­ 
portations of the preceding year, but, 
taking the two years 1897 and 1898 to­ 
gether. the average amount imported 
is $15,000,000 per year less than the 
average of the years 1895, 1896 and 
1897 under the Wilson law, and even 
$1,500,000 less than the average of the

T h e G l o w w o r m ' s X R a y . 
The glow worm’s light is said to have 
been shown to be due to the emission of 
rays similar to Roentgen’s. Three hun­ 
dred glowworms were caught near 
Kioto and placed before photographic 
plates screened from the light by sev­ 
eral thicknesses of black paper, together 
with plates of brass, copper and alumin­ 
ium. A pieoe of cardboard with a hole 
in it was placed between the metal and 
the photographic plate, and for two 
days the arrangement was kept in a 
dark chamber, sheltered from all foreign 
lights. 
On developing the plate it 
was found to be blackened, except the 
part opposite the hole in the cardboard 
The rays of the glowworm would appear 
therefore to penetrate metal and excite 
luminosity in cardboard. When there is 
nothing between the sensitive plate and 
the glowworm, the rays are said to be­ 
have like ordinary light, but in travers­ 
ing some metals and cardboard they 
seem to acquire properties like that of 
X rays, or it may be that the ordinary 
glowworm emits X as well as ordinary 
rays.—Revue Scientifique.

likewise of cure. 
Dr. Charles L. Koch, second cousin of 
Jr. Koch, the celebrated German scien­ 
tist whose discovery of the wonderful 
ympb cure for tuberculosis has given 
him worldwide fame, is the Illinois man 
who makes these claims. 
Dr. Koch became impressed with the 
opinion that there was a fallacy in the 
theory of blood poisoning in many cases 
and asserts that certain forms of disease 
generally classed as pyaemio are not 
diseases of the blood at all, but of the 
ymphatic glands. 
He made the initial discovery 17 
years ago by detecting the 
bacillus 
through thorough and patient micro­ 
scopic investigation. He cultivated the 
bacilli and injected them into the blood 
of various animals without effect. 
He 
injected them into the glands of frogs 
and guinea pige with the result that the 
animals soon had the appearance that sc 
prominently characterizes the presence 
of similar afflictions in the body of man. 
In several oases where decay and gan­ 
grenous and other poisonings had ap­ 
parently left no chance for life save in 
the 
ampntation of 
limbs Dr. Koob 
brought about cures with his injections. 
The concoction he uses is prepared by 
himself, and its composition is a secret 
which he guards sacredly. It has the ap­ 
pearance of clear water. He claims that 
it not only destroys the microbes, bot 
purifies the lymphatios. It is perfectly 
harmless, and, according to the discov 
erer, would be of benefit to a well man. 
Speaking on the subject Dr. Koob 
said: 
"I am positively sure about the nature 
of certain ailments which doctors call 
blood poisoning and the value of my 
treatment of them. 
They have been 
known as blood diseases for hundreds o: 
years. I was taught so where I studied 
•medicine, but I had my own theories.

A plan, early in May, was partially 
matured to land troops at Mariel, west 
of Havana, preparatory for a movement 
upon Havaua, if advisable. 
Owing to 
danger to health of troops aud uncer­ 
tainty of movements of Spanish troops, 
it was decided to camp the men in the 
south, for embarkation in an emerg­ 
ency. 
Medical authorities also thought 
this would somewhat acclimate the 
troops for service iii Cuba. 
2—When was the Santiago campaign 
determined upon." 
Answer, in part—The Santiago cam­ 
paign was made necessary by the pres­ 
ence of Admiral Oervera’s fleet in San­ 
tiago harbor, but had previously been 
contemplated as one point on the coast 
for reconuoisauce.

Thus far there has been no joint 
formulation or crystallization of views 


l,o be returned by each commision to its 
government for embodying in the final 
treaty. 
H ie question of the Philipines has 
not yet been considered in joint session, 
although though the Americans at their 
separate sea-ions have acquired exhaus­ 
tive information from persons who have 
lived in the Philippine islands and done 
business there. 
They are now, there­ 
fore, well equipped to discuss the sub­ 
ject when it comes up. 
The Spanish, it is believed, have 
asked to have the Cuban debt a-sumed 
by the United States, urging that the 
d eb t should pass with the >overeignty. 
The debt so presented for American as­ 
sumption covers the expenses of the ten 
years’ insurrection, the recent insurrec­ 
tion and the war with the United States, 
as far as .Spain’s outlay iii the war can 
be classified against Cuba. 
The Americans probably have replied 
that if, indeed, any part of the so-called 
Cuban debt is allowable, the part incur­ 
red in suppressing the insurrectionists 
or in the war with the United States is 
not allowable. 
The Spanish will doubtless also urge 
equities in stocks, water front better­ 
ments public buildings and perhaps war 
material. 
It is possible that this con­ 
tention will receive consideration on 
the basis of equities between mortgagor 
and mortgagee. 
Thus far no dispositions has been de­ 
veloped oil either side to delay the ulti­ 
mate conclusions and the end of the 
work in haud.

Short speeches were made at other 
points. 
The gathering of people at Cellar 
Rapids broke tile day’s record for num­ 
bers and enthusiasm. 
In the course of his .speech he said lie 
went to Omaha that he “may celebrate 
with my fellow countrymen of tin* west 
tin; progress of the war thus far made, 
tile protocol which has already been 
signed, aud the suspension of hostilities 
with tin* hope that you aud I entertain 
that iu the final settlement the treaty 
may he one founded on right aud justice 
ami in the interest of humanity. 
(Ap­ 
plause. ) This war, that was so speedily 
closed through the valor and intrepidity 
of our soldiers, will bring to us, I trust, 
blessings that are now beyond calcula­ 
tion.

Speaking to Governor Hastings, of 
Pennsylvania, who w’ent down to the 
Obdamon the steamer Fletcher, Coloqel 
Gibson, of the National Relief Associa­ 
tion, said that he had been the means 
of saving many soldiers from starving. 
“Governor,” he said, after an ex­ 
change of greetings, “ I have a story to 
tell that will startle the country.’1 
As a result of this rem ark there was a 
conference between the commissioner 
aud Governor Hastings, after which the 
governor decided to take off the Penn­ 
sylvania soldiers and have them sent to 
a hotel. 
Ralph Harwick of DuBois, Pa., a 
mein ber of the Pennsylvania volunteers, 
told a harrowing story of the treatment 
he and his companions had received 
w hile in Porto Rico. 
“ We got there on 
July 28,” he said, “and were landed 
I from the transport Mobile. 
Many of us 
I had contracted typhoid fever in the 
I military camps in the south. The trop­ 
ical 
climate developed tho discase. 
Notwithstanding our weakened condi­ 
tion, the Sixteenth made a good fight 
when it encountered the Spaniards. 
The regiment was under fire for over 
un hour, aud at the close of the engage­ 
ment 18 Spaniards had been killed and 
Go wounded. 
“ We deserved better treatm ent than 
got when Porto Rico had been taken. 
The regulars were well looked after, 
but th»' volunteers were starved. When 
finally the men were forced to sucoomb 
to the fever and were sent to the hos­ 
pitals they were treated most shame­ 
fully. 
Although delirious, we wore 
forced to get out of our cots to watch 
some poor bravo fellow dying. 
Some of the men went mad under the 
strain. Only think of it, delirious men 
nursing the dying.” 
Harwich's story was but a sample of 
the complaints wl^eh were recited by 
the men to Governor Hastings after 
they had bot ii transferred from the 
(>o<l a in to the Fletcher. 
Besides the members of the Fourth 
and Sixteenth Pennsylvania volunteers, 
the Fletcher brought to this city two 
lieutenants aud about a dozen privates 
of the Third miniuuo regiment, IU of 
the Thirteenth United States infantry 
on furlough aud four members of the 
Fourth Ohio regiment. 
James E. Heed, Company K, Sixteenth 
Pennsylvania, whose home is in Phila­ 
delphia, was so sick that he could uot 
lie removed from the transport. 
Governor Hastings was reluctant to 
make public his views regarding the 
treatm ent the soldiers from his state 
claimed to have received. 
But there 
was s<iine significance in his farewell 
remark as the Fletcher oast loose from 
the Obdam. 
One of the soldiers aboard 
the transport shouted: For God's sake, 
Governor, don’t leave us.” 
“I ain sorry to do so, my brave fel­ 
low, but if I had my way I would take 
all of vou with m e.”

HIS ATTEMPTS TO REFORM CHINA. 


E m peror’* Yoons: Tntor Incnr* th e 
R am ify 
of

Kau Yu Mei, who, according to the 
cablegrams, is accused of a conspiracy 
against the life of the emperor of China 
aud who, it is reported, was arrested 
recently by the Japanese authorities, is 
a remarkable man, a sort of meteor in 
Chinese politics. 
He comes from Can­ 
ton, bot was educated in Hongkong 
aud is thoroughly Europeanized. 
Having remarkable literary attain­ 
ments, he passed the highest examina­ 
tions required by the government and 
was appointed secretary to the board of 
public works, which has charge of rail­ 
road concessions aud sim ilar matters of 
administration, so that he has been in 
the center of the row between Russia 
and England, aud his sympathies and 
influence have been exercised in behalf 
of the latter country. This accounts for 
his escape and protection upon a British 
man-of-war and for the fact that his 
personal effects are at the British lega­ 
tion at Peking. 
One of the charges against Sbang 
Yen Hoon, who was formerly m inister 
to Washington and was director of pub­ 
lic works, is that he assisted Ran to es­ 
cape the vengeance of Li Hung Chang 
and other Russian partisans. 
When the reform movement was be­ 
gun in China a year or two ago, Ran 
Y’u Mei stepped to the head of it, aud 
in company w ith the Rev. Mr. Reid, a 
Presbyterian missionary, organized a 
club aud started the first newspaper 
ever published in Peking except The 
Official Gazette. They called it Chinese 
Progress, and advocated reforms aud 
tho adoption of modern ideas, including 
the right of petition and the freedom of 
the press, with a great deal of ability 
and energy. 
In some way or other Mr. Ran suc­ 
ceeded in breaking through the seclu­ 
sion that surrounds the emperor and 
obtained admission to his m ajesty’s 
presence at all times, much to the alarm 
aud indignation of some of the conserv­ 
ative old princes. 
He became a sort of 
tutor to the emperor in the study of 
modem affairs. 
It was he who read to 
him the life of Peter the Great and in­ 
spired him w ith a desire to emulate 
that remarkable monarch. Through him 
the emperor became fam iliar with the 
development of Japan aud resolved that 
China should not be left behind its 
nearest neighbor in the march of prog­ 
ress. 
His majesty became so interested 
in two hooks—“ The Life aud Deeds of 
Peter the G reat” and “ The Reforma­ 
tion of Japan Since the Restoration of 
the Mikado” —-th at he had Mr. Ran 
read them to him twice in order to fasten 
their contents upon his memory. 
The 
result was th at Mr. R an’s visits to the 
palace were often prolonged to eight 
hours at a time, aud, of course, this ex­ 
cited the curiosity aud the jealousy of 
other mandarins. 
Under his influence Kuang Hsu issued 
a Belies of remarkable edicts which 
created a sensation. One of them grant­ 
ed the right of petition to the throne 
for everybody aud provided that “ the 
board of censors will hereafter lie de­ 
lighted w ith the special duty of receiv­ 
ing aud presenting to his majesty all 
memorials or petitions that may be 
presented by scholars not in oftioe, or 
men of the people, pet sons hitherto not 
allowed to address the throne 
iii any 
way except through their respective 
viceroys or governors. The board of cen­ 
sors is warned uot to put obstacles in 
the way of people who wish to com­ 
municate with his majesty, for only 
through such courses can the emperor 
learn the exact state of affairs through 
out the empire. ” 
Such a proceeding as this was equal 
toa revolution and could not be tolerat­ 
ed by the princes aud mandamus at 
court. Hence Mr. Ran became very un­ 
popular He nevertheless persuaded the 
emperor to sign an edict recognizing 
the freedom of the press, which was is­ 
sued on Aug. Ii last. 
By it the editors 
of newspapers are granted “ the special 
privilege of writing on political subjects 
in order to enlighten those in authority 
aud tear off the veil which hides in se­ 
curity the misgovernment of officials. 
This indeed,” continued the edict, “ is 
the primary reason for the institution 
of newspapers in all countries. " 
His majesty also called upon news 
paper editors and contributors “ not to 
hold back just criticism ,” nor are they 
in future to avoid topics which have 
heretofore been forbidden through fear 
of giving offense to persons criticised, 
as this will obstruct his m ajesty’s ear­ 
nest desire to enlighten his ministers 
aud the masses. 
Duly those who know the condition 
of China eau realize the sensation which 
this edict created. 
Hitherto there were 
uo newspapers iu the empire outside 
Hie treaty pt»rts, ami any one who had 
the nerve to criticise an official had his 
head out off, while an attem pt to com 


municate w ith tne emperor was toe 
most heinous of crimes. 
Mr Rau is also credited with having 
secured an edict for the establishment 
of a free school system and a number of 
universities at the capitals of the sev 
era! provinces for instruction in modern 
sciences, and also the edict issued last 
spring requiring candidates for office to 
be examined as to their knowledge of 
modern affairs instead of the ancient 
classics. 
Weug Tang Ho, for a quarter of a 
century the most powerful man at court 
except Prince Rung, had been the em 
peror’s tutor and had more influence 
witn him than any one else except the 
empress dowager. He was the leader of 
the Conservative party and undertook to 
resist the influence of young Mr. Ran, 
but met wiui a terrible disaster. 
He 
was stripped of his offices and honors, 
banished from Peking and forbidden 
ever to enter the gates of the city again. 
Several others who attempted to coun­ 
teract the influence of the young Can­ 
ton reformer met with a sim ilar fate, 
and it is believed that he, with the as­ 
sistance of Chang Yen Hoon and other 
members of the British faction at court, 
were responsible for the recent degrada­ 
tion of Li Hung Chang. 
Mr. Ran believed that English influ­ 
ence was better for China than that of 
Russia because of the difference in their 
form of government aud the conditions 
of their people. 
He believed also that 
Russia was maneuvering to annex a 
large portion of the Chinese territory, 
while Great Britain only cared for the 
trade. 
Having been educated by Eng­ 
lish teachers in an English colony, his 
sympathies were naturally with the 
British government, and he was doubt­ 
less in communication with the British 
minister at Peking. — W illiam E Curtis 
in Chicago Record. 


BAYARD’S REPARTEE. 


An Incident of the ei-8 en a to r '* ftn lck 
W ittedness In Debate. 
The late Thomas F. Bayard, though 
absolutely destitute of the sense of hu­ 
mor, was quick witted in debate and 
given to repartee of a dignified sort. 
During a discussion of the Louisiana 
question in the senate, 20 years ago, he 
had a Ii tie passage with Blaine, ending 
in this wise, Bayard being in the midst 
of a speech and having lectured Blaine 
on his lack of wisdom: 
Blaiue— W ill the senator yield to me 
a moment? 
Bayard— W ith pleasure. 
Blaine—In regard to the senator’s 
concern as to ray wisdom, of course I 
will take care of that myself. The sen­ 
ator invited the interruption which I 
made by palpably misquoting what I 
had said. 
Bayard—I accept the senator’a cor­ 
rection. 
Blaine—Then the senator comes back 
and gives me a monition as to lack of 
wisdom in making an assertion which 
he had put into my mouth aud which 
had no foundation whatever in fact 
That is all to which I desire to call at­ 
tention. 
Bayard—The senator does me jus­ 
tice. 
His lack of wisdom I shall never 
attem pt to supply. 
Next to his aristocratic descent the 
two things in which Mr. Bayard felt 
most personal pride were bis fine eques- 
trianship and his wonderful resem­ 
blance in face to George Washington. 
Of all open air sports he was more or 
less fond, but horsemanship exceeded 
the rest of the catalogue in his affliction. 
He always rode a splendid animal, and 
the more skittish it was the better he 
liked it. 
He was very much delighted 
aud showed his pleasure with the frank­ 
ness of a schoolboy when Piesident Ar­ 
thur once complimented him on his ap­ 
pearance in the saddle.—New York 
Post.

Green of Charleston was sent to “ Ten 
Mile H ill,” the toughest negro habita­ 
tion in the south, with instructions to 
reform it. 
Every one expected to hear 
of his death in a week, but he not only 
completely cowed the inhabitants, but 
bas, in large measure, reformed them. 
One of his characteristic acts was 
foreshadowed by the following notioe, 
which he posted: 
“ Notice is hereby given that all ne­ 
groes in this district must come into 
court and marry. The court holds that 
all ’coons’ look alike, and as such they 
must wed. 
Parties who do not secur 
marriage certificates from this court 
will be arrested. ” 
This was a stunner. 
The negroes did 
uot understand how to take it, but their 
dealings with the court convinced them 
that what the court said had to go. 
So 
the next morning an old man and a 
young woman appeared at the court 
aud said they wanted to marry. 
The 
judge tied the knot, blessed them aud 
told them to send others. 
For awhile 
the negroes volunteered to marry, but 
afterward constables had to Ira sent out 
to haul in the negro men and women 
who were living together without be­ 
ing married. 
Within the past four or 
five mouths Judge Green has married 
more than 500 couples, aud still the 
work goes merrily on. It has got so now 
that “ spotters” run in to tell of the 
“ coons ’ who are uot married, aud theu 


I the constables go out and chase them 
into c?ourt. 
When tile ceremony is per­ 
formed, they are sent away with a 
warning not to have business with that 
oourt again. 
It was Judge Green's own idea to re­ 
form the district by having all the ne­ 
groes get married. He said it w as easier 
to manage the place when such condi­ 
tions existed, as the men would uot 
fight for their wives as soon as they 
would for the women whom they just 
picked up casually to live with.—New 
York Sun.

Seated 
with bim in the carriage were Tsi Tshi 
the empress dowager, and Tsi An, who 
had been only one of the late emperor’ 
secondary wives. 
Plots quickly followed the introduc 
tion of the infantile emperor into the 
palace. The two women, through Prince 
Kung, a brother of Hien Fung, deposed 
the regents. 
Prince Kung was given 
high honors in the state.

lotions. In a short time Tsi An had ob 
tained co-ordinate power with Tsi Tslii 
the dowager empress. 
She stripped 
Kung of his powers for the purpose of 
ending his ambitions. 
Properly hum 
bled, he was reinstated. 
Iii 1872 the young emperor had reach 
ed his sixteenth birthday. The empress 
permitted him to marry Ahluta, a Maut 
choo woman.

The empress selected as the 
successor Tungehe Tsai Tien, a son of 
Prince Chung, who was proclaimed em 
peror under the name of Kwaiigsu 
Kwaugsu was born in 1871. 
He was a 
mere infant when declared emperor, 
which was a fact convenient to the twc 
feminine intriguers. 
Kwaugsu married 
Yehhonala, 
the 
daughter of a Manfcchoo genera), in 1889. 
She still lives. Upou the celebration of 
the marriage Tsi Au announced her re­ 
tirement from active participation in 
public affairs. 
She never released one 
iota of her power, however, aud ruled 
the young emperor as before. 
Li Hung Chang has always been hie 
favorite, aud on more than one occasion 
he has saved his head. 
It was his re­ 
moval from a scat on the tsung-li-ya 
men that is said to have precipitated 
the palace revolution which ended in 
the death of Kwaugsu.—Chicago Chron­ 
icle.

It con­ 
tains all the necessary ingredients for 
nourishment, but not in the proportions 
best adapted for ordinary use. A man 
might live on beef alone, but it would 
be a very one sided and imperfect diet, 
but meat and bread together make the 
essentials of a healthy diet. 
Such are 
the results of experience, and the ad­ 
vancing science of later years explains 
them. This explanation takes into ac­ 
count not simply quantities of meat 
and bread aud milk and other materials 
which we eat, but also the nutritive in­ 
gredients or “ nutrients” which they 
contain.—New York Ledger.

SHORT NAME CABINET. 


T h e P r e s i d e n t S e e m s t o P r e f e r M e n 
W i t h M o n o s y l l a b l e s ^ 
Probably mauy people have noticed 
the remarkable preponderance of short 
names among the president’* chief ad 
visors. It is bo marked that it strikes 
me as rather odd. 
Was there ever a 
man with a three lettered name in the 
cabinet before? I cannot say positively 
that there never was, but I have search­ 
ed quite a bit without finding oue, and 
President McKinley not only has had 
two, but has made the change from Day 
to Hay with positively the least expen­ 
diture of alphabetical characters ever 
known in a like case. 
The secretary ad interim, Adee, who 
held the tort between Hay and Day, bac 
but four letters, while the first assistant 
secretary, Moore, who resigned with 
Day to go to Paris, is also a monosylla- 
bist 
As the cabinet is now made up, 
six of the eight—Hay, Gage, Long, 
Bliss, Smith and Griggs—have monosyl­ 
labic names. while the twodissyllabists, 
Alger aud Wilson, have names about as 
short as dissyllables could well be. 
Then look at the names of the mem­ 
bers of the peace commission—Day, 
Frye, Reid, Gray, Davis—four are mon­ 
osyllables, and the five have only 20 
letters among them. I suppose there 
isn’t the slightest significance in this 
juxtaposition 
of 
remarkably short 
names; nevertheless its oddity ought 
to attract attention. — Washington Cor.

P h y s i c a l E n d u r a n c e . 
It should be impressed upon all young 
lersous that duriug life each member 
lf the body, in the very act of living, 
produces poison to itself, notes a writer 
in P o p u la r Science Monthly. When this 
poison accumulates faster than it can be 
eliminated, which always occurs unless 
the muscle has an interval of rest, then 
will come fatigue, which is only anoth­ 
er expression for toxic infection. If the 
muscle is given an interval of rest, se 
that the cell can give off its waste prod­ 
uct to keep pace with the new produc­ 
tions, the muscle will then liberate en­ 
ergy for a long time. This latter condi­ 
tion is what we call endurance. 
The power and endurance of the hu­ 
man machine is limited according to 
our understanding of the above facts, 
and also our recognition of its slowness 
in getting started. Like any other pon­ 
derous and intricate machine, the body 
requires time to get in harmonious 
working order. The brain, nerves, heart 
and skeletal muscles must be given 
some warning of the work they are ex­ 
pected collectively to perform. Iguo 
ranee of this fact has broken down many 
a young man who aspired to honors on 
the cinder path. 
The necessity of getting all the parts 
of the body slowly in working order is 
well understood by trainers aud jockeys 
on the race track, as is evidenced by the 
preliminary “ warming up” they give 
their horses, although it is doubtful if 
the trainers could give any physiologic 
reason for this custom.

Fish do not breathe air, but the life 
supporting constituent of air—oxygen 
gas—which is soluble in water to the 
extent of three volumes in IOO at ordi­ 
nary temperatures and four in IOO at 
freezing point. 
The water containing the dissolved 
oxygen is made to pass over the gills, 
where it is separated from the blood 
only by a very thin membrane, through 
which the gas is able to pass. 
Fish in icebound rivers have to de­ 
pend entirely upon this store of oxygen 
for their respiration, and if it becomes 
exhausted they are suffocated, just as 
we should be if deprived of oxygen. 
It rarely happens, however, that any 
considerable area of water is entirely 
covered with ice, especially in the case 
of rivers. 
Holes and cracks are almost 
sure to occur here and there, by which 
the oxygen of the air can reach the wa­ 
ter and become dissolved in it. 
During 
a long frost fish may always be found 
congregated beneath air holes in large 
numbers. They are there to breathe.— 
Exchange.

After a long experience with typhoid 
patients, Dr. Ussery of St. Louis main­ 
tains that the best food for them is the 
banana. He explains by stating that in 
this disease the lining membrane of the 
small intestines becomes intensely in­ 
flamed and engorged, eventually begin­ 
ning to slongh away in spots, leaving 
well defined ulcers, at which places the 
intestinal walls 
become dangerously 
thin. 
Now, a solid food, if taken into tho 
stomach, is likely to produce poi fora ti on 
of the intestines, dire results naturally 
following, and, this being the case, 
solid foods or thoso containing a large 
amount of innutritions substances are 
to be avoided as dangerous. 
But the banana, though it may be 
classed as a solid food, containing as it 
does some 95 per cent nutrition, does 
not possess sufficient waste to irritate

The domestic clip of wool for 1898 
was 265,000,000 pounds. 
An increase 
of IO cents a pound on th at quantity 
of wool would 
mean 
$26,500,000 in­ 
crease in value to the farm ers of the 
United States on their wool alone this 
year as the result of the election of 
Republican president and congress,

Kioto and placed before photographic 
plates sc reened from the light by sev­ 
eral thicknesses of black paper, together 
with platesof brass, copper and alum in­ 
ium. A piece of cardboard w ith a hole 
in it was pluced between the metal and 
the photographic plate, and for two 
days the arrangem ent was kept in a 
dark chamber, sheltered from ail foreign 
lights. 
On developing the plate it 
was found to be blackened, except the 
part opposite the hole in the cardboard. 
The rays of the glowworm would appear 
therefore to penetrate metal uud excite 
lum inosity in cardboard. When there is 
nothing between the sensitive plate and 
the glowworm, the rays are Haid to be­ 
have like ordinary light, hut in travers­ 
ing some m etals and curd bourd they 
seem to acquire properties like that of 
X ruys, or it may be that the ordinary 
glowworm em its X as well us ordinary 
rays. — Revue Scientifique.
